Hague, Jan. 18. Letters from Lisbon by the Way 
of England have brought Orders to the Minifter of 
Portugal here, to affure the States that the new King 
his Mafter will maintain the Alliances contracted by 
the late King his Father, and exert his beft Efforts 
for carrying on the War. That Minifter executed 
thofe Orders Yefterday. Either he has not yet re- 
ceiv'd Letters of Notification of the Death of the 
late King, for the States; or he defers prefenting 
them till he bas put himfelf and Retinue into deep 


Mourning. Iccontinues to be believ’d here, thar the 


1o0co Saxons offer’d by King Auguftus, and which 
he defires may ferve together and not be feparated, 
will be taken into the Service of the Allies and fent 
to the Upper Rhine.

Years, and it carried 10 Years. Then a Motion 
-~was made for an Additional Claufe in relation to 


the qualification of Writers in thele Terms, With 


this Provifion, that no Writer to the Sigacc be capa-
